ABOUT THE WORLD BROADCASTING SYSTEM. . . . 

Although World transcriptions, like most other radio trans- 
criptions, are not available to the general public (they are 
licensed for use by, and rented to radio stations for broadcast 
purposes only), the music and entertainment on them certainly 
was produced for the enjoyment of the .public and for every taste 
in music. Through three decades The World Broadcasting System, 
Inc. has presented a cavalcade of the finest orchestras, vocalists, 
and entertainers. There are very few famous recording artists 
who have not recorded for World ! Over the years this transcrip- 
tion company has been independently owned and h as be en^ 
affiliated with Decca Record^ and the Frederic W. Ziv Company. 
At last report, the Company is still actively producing transcrip- 
tions. 

This research has been produced to reveal the fabulous line- 
up of artists who recorded for World over a 30- year period. The 
listings are arranged in numerical sequence, starting with 
transcription #1/8, made in 1933. The project ends with Disc 
R-642, released approximately May, 1963. This compilation 
of information was made from early and recent World catalogs, 
visits to radio stations subscribing to the World Program Service 
library, and data supplied by people who have been associated 
with these transcriptions over the years. This researcher should 
not be regarded as a source for obtaining any of the actual 
transcriptions in these listings, but in every case where additional 
information is requested (such as song titles, etc.), every effort 
will be made to supply such data. This research has been sub- 
mitted and published solely for the purpose of statistics and infor- 
mation. 

PSEUDONYMS ... 

Well-known artists, under contract with commercial recording 
companies, were not permitted to use their real names on early 
radio transcriptions. Therefore, pseudonyms have been used for 
many of the early World artists. In some cases - the same 
initials have been used (example: Hall Keene is Hal Kemp). In 
other situations - the initials are different (example: Dick 
Reynolds is Will Osborne). Quite often, two or more pseudonyms 
have been used for the same artist (example: Ralph Martin & 
Reed Murray are both Russ Morgan). Real names (where known) 
follow the pseudonyms (in parenthesis and in capital letters) in 
the listing. 

NUMBERING SYSTEM. . . 

From the beginning, and for many years, each song (or 
medley of songs), was assigned a unit number. (These unit 
numbers run consecutively from #1 to #11268). There were 8 
units to each transcription (4 to each side). For example, 
transcription #1/8 would have units 1, 2, 3, & 4 on Side 1 and 
5, 6, 7, & 8 on Side 2. The next record in sequence (#9/16) 
would have units 9, 10, 11, 12 on Side 1, and 13, 14, 15, 16 
on Side 2. (Lengthy songs were assigned 2, 3, or more unit 
numbers, while very short pieces, such as interludes, etc. would 
be assigned sub-units - example: 661 A, 661 B, 661 C, etc. 
A medley is regarded as one unit in most cases). This number- 
ing pattern (8 units to a disc) continues through transcription 
#4441/4448. Beginning with #4449/4458 through #11259/11268, 
there are 10 units to each transcription (5 to a side). A change 
in numbering took place after unit #11268. At that point the 
numbering sequence was changed to begin with Disc 101, Disc 
102, Disc 103, etc. This numbering pattern continues for the 
balance of this research, (each cut marked A, B, C, D, etc.). 
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LABELS AND "PREFIX" NUMBERS. . . 

The very early transcriptions contained labels without artist's 
names or song titles. A catalog was used in conjunction with the 
discs to find desired material for broadcast. The labels contained 
only the unit numbers plus a "prefix" number (in front of each 
unit number) to indicate the general type of selection. (Example: 
300-49, 200-53, etc.). The "prefix" numbers were used from 
the beginning (#1/8), up to, and including #9739/9748. The 
"prefix" numbers ranged in hundreds from 100 to 900. The 
general categories are as follows . . . 

100 - Concert and Salon 

200 - Popular Dance Orchestra - Without Vocal 

300 - Popular Dance Orchestra - With Vocal 

400 - Latin American & Spanish 

500 - Standard Vocal 

600 - Standard Vocal 

700 - Concert and Salon 

800 - Novelty Dance, Hillbilly, Western, and Folk 

900 - Band, Patriotic, College, and Pipe Organ 

The "prefix" numbers are not used in this research. 

Un-titled labels gave way to titled ones in the late 1930's. 
All early discs that still remained in the "active" library (those 
which had not been deleted or with- drawn), by this time received 
titled labels along with the new releases of the period. 

VERTICAL OR LATERAL? 16" or 12" 

From the beginning (1933) until the releases of Sept. /Oct. 
1959, all World transcriptions were originally issued as 16" 
Vertical (Hill and dale). Beginning with Disc 506, the discs 
became 16" Lateral. Any of the earlier discs (old series; up to 
#11268, and Disc series up to #505), which still remained in the 
"active" catalog were re- issued as 16" Lateral. Therefore, many 
of the older transcriptions were later available as Lateral discs. 
Beginning with Disc D-558 (Feb. /Mar. 1961), all transcriptions 
are 12" LP (Microgroove). The transcriptions from D-558 on 
are prefixed with a "D" for discs containing jingles, sound effects, 
etc., and "R" for the ones containing -music; AllNAorld transcrip- 
tions are 33 1/3 rpm. 

WITHDRAWN OR "RESTRICTED" DISCS. . . 

At least once a year, radio stations renting the World 
library were sent a list of discs that were to be removed from 
their libraries and returned. An explanation of this is that the 
withdrawn discs contain songs and materials which are out- 
moded and no longer are being programmed in continuity 
series. Most of these "withdrawn" discs were of the popular 
music category, which explains why most of the early popular 
transcriptions were short-lived. By contrast, much of the 
Concert, Salon, Military Band, etc. type has remained in the 
libraries down through the years. 

SEVERAL NOTES CONCERNING THIS RESEARCH, 

Each transcription listed is given at least two lines - one for 
each side. Where one line is not enough, additional indented 
lines are used. The number in parenthesis behind each artist 



indicates the number of cuts by that artist. (A medley is regarded 
as one cut). This is especially helpful in cases where more than 
one artist appears on one side of a disc. 

In the case where vocalists are known (they are not always 
revealed on labels and in catalogs), they are included with the 
listings. If they use a pseudonym - this is also revealed, if known. 
If only one song of a group has a vocal it will be indicated by 
"Vocal", "Voc. " or "Vo. ". If there are two or more vocals, 
it will be indicated by "Vocals", " Vocs. ", or "Vs. ". 




ABOUT THE RESEARCHER 

DAVID GILBERT KRESSLEY, born March 21, 1939. "Sweet-band" 
enthusiast. Began collecting the recordings of Guy Lombardo's 
Orchestra in 1953 (age 14). Have built this collection into one 
of the most complete Guy Lombardo collections in the country 
today. Lacking only two of all Lombardo commercial records 
made'since 1924. Have hundreds of his radio broadcasts, dating 
back to 1935. Received a large collection of "private recordings" 
from the Lombardo family. Have appeared on radio-interview 
programs several times, once with Guy Lombardo. In recent 
years began collecting the recordings of other "sweet" bands, 
such as Sammy Kaye, Jan Garber, Freddy Martin, Wayne King, 
and Russ Morgan. More recently have collected recordings by 
nearly every well-known artist in the modern recording industry 
(including Country & Western). Such items are used for trading 
for my wanted records. I have dealt (by mail or in person) with 
nearly every important record collector and dealer in the U. S. 

An early fascination for radio transcriptions and a desire to 
find out all there was to be known about them is the reason for 
the extensive research done on the World label, published here- 
with. I wish to thank the folks at Record Research for the 
opportunity they have given me to publish my research. 

This list contains the " Basic Service" or regular World issues. 
World also produced "World Features" which contained music 
and programs additional and in most cases different from the 
regular series. Perhaps at some later time such information 
can be presented. Such "Features" include: "Polka Holiday", 
"Sage Brush Serenade", "Jam Session", "Golden Bantam 
Revue", "Fiesta Grande", etc. Most of this music was 
especially recorded for these series and not taken from the 
"regular" issues.

MASON DIXON AND WEIDEMEYER BANDS 

The original MASON DIXON BAND was formed in 
1919 by FUZZY KNIGHT at the University of West 
Virginia. It was named the MASON DIXON ORCH. 
because the University was six miles from the MASON 
DIXON LINE. Here's the personnel of the Original M. D. : 
Leader was pianist, NELSON MAPLES who later lead a 
unit for PAUL WI1ITEMAN on the S. S. Leviathan, and 
is now living in Pittsburg, Penna. Other members were 
sax, HARRY HAYNES, now living in Pt. Pleasant, West 
Virginia; clarinet, NORMAN NUGENT, whereabouts 
unknown; banjoist AUSTIN (SKIN) YOUNG, deceased; 
violinist CHARLES GAYLORD, later first violin with 
Paul Whiteman (Gaylord and Young were roommates 
on trips with M. D. Orch); trumpet, LES BREWER, later 
with other bands including one his own from 1929 until 
around 1933. I think the last Mason Dixon group was 
around until sometime in 1929 (??). I do not think 
they ever recorded although there is such a naming on 
a Columbia recording of the 20s. Sometime after the 
original unit came into being, TED on trombone and 
ART WEEMS, trumpet, blew with the M. D. Orch. 
They were a rival of the popular WEIDEMEYER ORCH. 
which was led by die late BOB WEIDEMEYER. I also 
doubt if Bob's orchestra ever recorded. Both M. D. and 
W. played in the West Virginia, Pennsylvania and Ohio 
areas. In other words they were territory bands. Inci- 
dentally I was told that CLYDE "Sugar Blues' McCOY 
blew trumpet or sax with Weidemeyer's Orch, which 
occasionally strayed from their territory to play vaude- 
ville tours including New York Paramount theatre, hotel 
and radio broadcasts around 1930.-

BEN BERNIE's 1939 Band at the NEW YORK WORLD'S 
FAIR: piano, NICK BRODEUR; drums, JOHNNY 
BLOWERS; bass, BOYD BENNETT (who previously 
played with Goldkette units in Detroit); guitar, BERNIE 
SCHERER; saxes, BILL HERMAN (1), FRANK MEYERS (2), 
GRAY "DEACON" RAINS (3), GEORGE BONE (4), 
MANNY PRAGER(5); trumpets, BUNNY SNYDER (1), 
HARRY WALDMAN (2), and BUD SAWYER (3); trombone, 
LOU McGARITY (1) FRED BARBER (2). Did they record?? 

FRANKIE TROMBAR IN 1938! 

From the April 1938 issue of the fine defunct music 
mag, TEMPO, I see the following. FRANK TROMBAR 
(new spelling) introduces a new band on March 17, 1938 
at the L. A. Biltmore Hotel. MANN1E KLEIN (great 
trumpeter) was co-leader and was in the brass section. 
Here's the personnel: piano, AL GOERING (old Ben 
Bernie 88er and arranger); drums veteran, WARD 
ARCHER; bass, RUSS MORHOFF; guitar, BOB HEMPHILL; 
saxes, LEN KAVASH, alto & LYAL BOWEN, alto (ex 
New York radio studio man) & LENNIE CONN (orig. 
Cohen - who was killed in a Calif, auto crash) tenor 
Sax, hot clary & arranger; JIMMY OLIVER, tenor sax. 
All doubled on clarinet and flute. Trumpets were 
MANNY KLEIN, JOE MEYER and BILL SHAW. Later 
there was a JOE BAUER who blew trumpet & sang. On 
trombones there were JOE YUKL (from Ray Noble's radio 
band) and LANK MENGE, another radio studio man. 
Goering (deceased) and Conn among others did the 
arranging. DEAN JANIS, niece of the late ELSIE 
JANIS was the femme vocaliste. Did they record? Were 



there any transcriptions from their broadcasts over a 
major network (Mutual? WOR in NYC)? If there are 
any it would be interesting to compare that band with 
current standards. It was a relaxed type of jazz like 
RED NORVO's big band. Your reporter dug TROMBAR's 
band in 1938. If anyone has any representative private 
or commercial discs of this band please contact me in 
care of RR. Please take note that this was not the 
TRUMBAUER band that cut those VARSITY .records 
which was a later group with different personnel. 
Regarding more FRANKIE. Going back to his 1931 fine 
group who broadcasted from Chicago's LINCOLN 
TAVERN, would there be any recordings or trans- 
criptions of this band??

J & A's, musician's pub where all the local and 
visiting sidemen meet has moved to 253 W. 55th Street 
due to Radio City's (Rockefeller Center) expansion. 
Everyone on the street had to vacate. Ex-J&A's. GENE

band was last heard of tending bar at the THIRD RAIL 
on NYC's Third Ave.

Although Metropolitan Area Seismographs registered 
earthquake tremors during December's first week, CTJC 
stalwarts knew better: That was no earthquake but the 
sympathetic vibrations emanating from a happy audience 
stomping in time with an exuberantly propulsive New 
Orleans Front Line featuring the Dynamic Duo of Bayou 
Brassmen: Titanic Tailgate Trombonist Louis Nelson 
and Legendary Trumpeter Ernie Cagnolatti, fresh from 
the Land of Dreams and enthusiastically supported by 
the pile-driving rhythmmakers of Connecticut's own 
Nutmeg Jazz Band composed of Bill Sinclair (piano and 
leader), Art Pulver (drums), Dave Duquette (banjo), 
John Tumine (bass), Noel Kalet (Dec. 4, soprano sax- 
clarinet) and English visitor Dick Cook (clarinet). 

At its best, traditional jazz is a joy-filled music. 
Friday evening, December 1st, at the Villa Capri, 
Wallingford, Conn, and again on Monday, December 
4th, at Moose Hall, Stamford, Conn., these two world- 
renowned New Orleans Brassmen wrought joyful music 
for rapt aficionados of Original Jazz who turned out in 
gratifying numbers to "See and Hear the Truth". The 



reputation of Louis Nelson and Ernie Cagnolatti among 
discerning collectors throughout the world is beyond 
embellishment here, but to hear them together was an 
occasion long worth remembering. 

Dick Nedder (who hosted a party of 10 from Worces- 
ter at the Villa Capri Concert, preparatory to organizing 
CTJC's first Massachusetts branch), has aptly character- 
ized Louis Nelson as the "Gary Cooper of Traditional 
Jazz": The Nelson touch of infectious gaiety on the 
podium is irresistible to any audience, his technical 
mastery awe-inspiring, ranging from a tone as soft as 
velvet plush, displaying enormous restraint and under- 
statement, and extending to gorgeously gutty, percus- 
sive tailgate trombone imparting devastating punch to 
the climatic ensemble choruses: the master's touch 
shines throughout each Nelson note. 

Ernie Cagnolatti's acrid, pinched, biting trumpet 
style served as an exciting counterfoil against this brass 
foundation in the first concert's opening set of Yes Sir 
That's My Baby, Bugle Boy March, Tin Roof, Old 
Fashioned Love, Careless Love, The band closed with 
a version of Just A Little While To Stay Here, featuring 
Cagnolatti vocal and a long Nelson solo, commencing 
with dulcet sweet restraint and building slowly to rip- 
roaring tailgate smears which afforded a classical illus- 
tration of Trombone As It Should Be (and rarely is) 
Played. (And that was only the beginning!) 

Two surprises added to the lustre of the December 
Concerts. The Villa Capri session was recorded for 
future release by George II. Buck, so those exciting 
performances have been thankfully preserved. Many 
of those present are already impatient to order copies, 
especially since the engineer captured the glorious 
two-fisted pounding piano of Bill Sinclair with a clarity 
never before reflected on record. Those who heard the 
tape were delighted that Bill's exceptional contributions 
as a superb ensemble and solo pianist may finally be 
recognized by a wider public. 

The second happy discovery of the Concerts was the 
CTJC's newest English clarinetist, Dick Cook. Playing 
beside Louisianans of legendary prowess, Dick upheld 
the illustrious tradition of his countrymen Monty Sun- 
shine and Sammy Rimmington and contributed solos and 
ensemble performance appropriate in full measure to a 
great New Orleans front line. Merely to SURVIVE in 
such awesome company would have been an achieve- 
ment. Dick Cook did far more, lie fitted in, beauti- 
fully, weaving ensembles of exciting complexity which 
swung with intoxicating grace, displaying a liquid, 
limpid, supple tone and a fertile imagination pouring 
forth intriguing ideas worthy of the noble New Orleans 
Clarinet Tradition. 

CTJC Concerts tend to stress long sets, relatively 
short intermissions, and musicians who care more about 
playing for a receptive audience man perpetually re- 
viewing their investment portfolios in camera between 
brief musical interruptions. The December Concerts 
stressed good music. 

Since the December 1st Concert was recorded for a 
fortunate posterity, a list of the remaining sets follows 
for the information of dedicated discographcrs: Set 2 
included Weary Blues, Just A Closer Walk (fine 
Cagnolatti Vocal), Last Night On The Back Porch (the 
whole rhythm section laid down such a pulverising unison 
beat on this tune that t'ordham's seismograph must have 
jumped off the Richter Scale), Bourbon St. Parade (E. C. 
Vocal), St. Louis Blues (marvelous biting trumpet solos 
and driving ensemble lead by Ernie Cagnolatti) You Tell 
Me Your Dream (A Sing-Along Audience Special with 
Cagnolatti's trumpet drilling through the ensembles and 
scintillating clarinet solos by Dick Cook), Summertime 
(with a masterful solo exhibiting the unique Nelson 
Touch) and Darktown Strutters Ball. 

Set 3 contained Bye Bye Blackbird, The Second Line, 
Sister Kate (only TV tape could do full justice to Louis 
Nelson's animated trombone solo and shattering breaks), 
Corrine Corrina, Tiger. Rag and Bye & Bye; while the 
last set featured Muskrat Ramble, C. C. Rider, Panama 
Rag, Ice Cream (with a powerful, roof-rattling Nelson 
solo), Saints and Till We Meet Again. 

All in all it was a happy evening for the CTJC. On 
December 4th, a similarly good time was had at the 
Moose Hall, Stamford, at which many of the foregoing 
and other tunes were played by the same band with Noel 
Kalet added on Soprano Sax and Clarinet. E. P. C.

Here are some comments on items in your 
correspondence column in RR#87: 

BIX AND THE PICCADILLY PLAYERS?? 

Regarding the letter from George Blacker - I don't 
believe Bix to be on any of the Piccadilly Players on 
Edison. I have a picture of the band, taken during die 
period of the Edison recordings, and Bix is definitely 
NOT in the picture (there are no names on the picture). 
Besides this, I have most all of the records by this group, 
and the solos on all records are by the SAME trumpet 
man, whoever he is, which would rule Bix out, for sure. 
For the interest of Mr. Blacker, and all of the jazz- 
minded readers of RR, here is a listing of records, by 
the Piccadilly Players, containing fine solos, by our 
mystery horn man: Someday Sweetheart- Edison 52167/ 
Rose Room- Ed 52215/If you don't love me-Ed 52363/ 
Sunny Skies- Ed 52478/Susianna-Ed 52527/ Lady of the 
Morning- Ed 52574/1've made a habit of you- Ed 52590/ 
Ev'ry Day away from You- Ed 52635 & Ed 14038/ Some- 
day Soon- Ed 14035, takes B, C/Maybe, Who Knows & 
Breakaway- Ed 14036/. While on the subject of Edisons, 
I wonder who it is, that takes the fine trumpet solo on 
Edison 52600 - "Lonely Little Cinderella" by The 
Rollickers?? 
WHEREABOUTS OF JOE HARRIS? 

Regarding letter from Robert Adams - Trombone 
player Joe Harris is dead. I don't know the date of 
death, but I do recall reading about it a good 10 or 
15 years ago, at least, probably longer. For other 
Harris solos, try most of Ben Pollack's Columbia records, 
from 1934; Bob Crosby-Decca 479; Jimmy McPartland 
on HRS 1003, 1004. While Joe was a fine trombone 
player, I wonder what he might have sounded like, had 
it not been for Jack Teagarden? 
BLIND WILLIE DUNN AND TOMMY DORSEY! ! 

Regarding John Baker's second letter - It is definite- 
ly Tommy Dorsey on Blind Willie Dunn's Gin Bottle 
Four - Okeh, 8689, blowing trumpet. Besides the fact 
that all solos on this record are typical of Dorsey's 
trumpet style, unlike any other trumpet style I can 
think of, I talked to Tommy Dorsey about this record 
date, in December 1954, and he definitely confirmed 
his presence on the date, stating that he recalled it as 
one of his "strangest" record dates! I hope that this 
ends the myth of Joe Oliver's presence on Ok 8689!
